Acknowledgement is made of the remarks and declaration submitted 5/17/2010. 
No claims were amended. Claims 1-17 stand canceled. Claims 18-50 are pending in 
the instant Office action. Claims 22-41, 43-47 and 49-50 remain withdrawn for being 
directed to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101— Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 18-21, 42 and 48 under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention lacks patentable utility is withdrawn in light of the declaration 
submitted 5/17/2010. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 1 st Paragraph— Withdrawn 

The rejection of claims 1 8-21 , 42 and 48 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement is withdrawn in light of the declaration 
submitted 5/17/2010. 

Rejoinder 

Claims 18-21, 42 and 48 are directed to an allowable compound, pesticide 
comprising said compound and process for preparing a pesticidal composition. 
Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(b), claims 22-26, directed to the 
process of making the allowable compound, previously withdrawn from consideration as 
a result of a restriction requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for
